Turnlng at la.st to the reo rgan­ 
izatio n o f the go vernment Feb. 4. 
Hitler said “If it co ntributes to the 
p eace o f mind o f fo reign wiseacres, 
let them go ahead and believe that 
in Germanv Go d kno ws what dif­ 
ferences exist between the armed 
fo rces and natio nal so cialism. 
Himself tha Reich Leader. 
‘‘We gladly grant them this kind 
o f inner satisfactio n. If, ho wever, 
they sho uld ever attemp t to draw 
o ther co nclusio ns fro m this belief, 
then let them take no tice o f the 
fo llo wing: 
“There is, in Germany , no ques­ 
tio n o f a natio nal so cialist state 
as against a natio nal so cialist p arty 
and no questio n o f a natio nal so ­ 
cialist p arty as against natio nal so ­ 
cialist armed fo rces.

In any cast "Germany , tn defense 
against eo mro uuiim. wul a lwa y * rt- 


gard the value o f Jap an as an ele­ 
ment o f security . Germany has no 
territo rial Interests in cast Asia. It 
has an understandable desire to en­ 
gage in co mmerce and trade. This 
do es no t p ut us under any o bliga­ 
tio n to take sides with eitner p arty . 
But it do es o blige us to reco gnize 
that a bo lshevist victo ry wo uld an ­ 
nihilate the last p o ssibilities 
(o f 
trade 
and 
co mmerce) 
in 
that 
re^o n." 
Referring to the exp ulsio n o f 
Germany fro m 'Diingtao during the 
Wo rld war "by a co alitio n o f white 
and y ello w p eo p les." Hitler rejected 
in advance “any Invitatio n to re­ 
turn to eastern Asia." He said Ger­ 
many likewise has no territo rial in­ 
terests in Sp ain. 
"As the internatio nal p ress cam­ 
p aign naturally must no t be re­ 
garded as an element o f p acifica­ 
tio n. but as widely endangering the 
p eace o f p eo p les. I have also de­ 
cided to p ut into effect tho se ex­ 
p ansio ns o f the German defense 
fo rce that will give us a.ssurance 
that the wild threats o f war against 
Germany may no t so me fine day 
be co nverted into a blo o dy use o f 
fo rce. These measures have been 
under way since Peb, 4 and are 
being executed rap idly and deter­ 
minedly ." 
He reasserted a desire fo r p eace, 
adding: "We do no t believe, mo re­ 
o ver, in view o f this attitude o f the 
p ress, that much may be exp ected 
o f co nferences and individual talks. 
The internatio nal p ress camp aign 
i^ain st p eace will at o nce kno w 
ho w to sabo tage every attemp t at 
rap p ro chement

Turning to the p ro blem o f Ger­ 
man mlno rltlo s o n German bo rders, 
Hitler said "Two states ly ing at o ur 
bo rders co mp rise mo re than 10 mil­ 
lio n Germans. Until 1866 they had 
been united with the entire Ger­ 
man p eo p le in a federatio n. Against 
their o wn will they have been hin ­ 
dered by p eace treaties fro m be­ 
co ming united with the reich. Let 
there be no do ubt: Sep aratio n fro m 
the reich canno t lead to their be­ 
ing witho ut rights as far as their 
natio nal o rigin Is co ncerned.

Hitler warned that unless p erse­ 
cutio n o f natio nal mino rities ceased 
there wo uld so me day co me an ex- 
o sio n. "To the interests o f the 
erman relch belo ng all the p ro ­ 
tectio n o f tho se p eo i^es o f German 
o rigin who are no t in a p o sitio n 
thru their o wn effo rts to secure 
alo ng the bo rders fo r themselves 
the rtghts o f general, human, p o ­ 
litical and ideo lo gical freedo m.” 
The fuehrer 
then 
sp o ke 
with 
p ride 
o f 
the 
arrangement 
with 
Po land whereby bo th Germany and 
Po land resp ect o thcy s’ rights even 
in Danzig. Turninif to Austria he 
said; 
"I am hap p y to be able to tell y o u

( Continued trom P a g» O n*) 
in C hina,” and announced G er­ 
man recognition of M anchoukuo, 
Japan ’s great puppet state on the 
Asiatic m ainland. 
Germ any , he announced, “does 
not even dream ” of rejoining the 
League of Nations. 
His audience, which included 
diplom atic representatives of vir­ 
tually all the world, heard him 
declare that G erm an industry is 
ready for “a rearm am ent „ rogram 
such 
as 
has 
never 
b een 
seen 
b efore.” 
Po ints to Success. 
“Eighteen y ears ago,” he said, 
"I vowed I would fight the V er­ 
sailles treaty and set up a people’s 
arm y . 
During the last five y ears 
I have succeeded in doing b oth.’’ 
His failure to m ention any as­ 
surance on the independence of 
A ustria or add new details of the 
A ustrian-G erm an 
understanding 
was a m ajor cause of European 
anxiety . 
His statem ent that the agree­ 
m ent had liquidated an “unendur­ 
ab le situation” which was threa t­ 
ening to precipitate a “grievous 
catastrophe” was interpreted b y 
some as a plain hint to Czecho­ 
slovakia to get right with H itler 
b efore it is too late. 
The resignation of Foreign Sec­ 
retary A nthony Eden of G reat 
B ritain, coming so quickly after 
H itler’s speech, only increased the 
uncertainty of those who had ex ­ 
pected Der Fuehrer to make a con­ 
ciliatory gesture tow ard England. 
To m any nazis, however, Eden’s 
resignation seemed to b e another 
H itler trium ph and an indication 
that England was ready to get 
down to b rass tacks with G er­ 
m any —even at the cost of colonial 
concessions and at the price of 
resignation of a foreign secretary 
opposing such a deal. 
So me Are Optimistic. 
Such optim ists saw a far-reach­ 
ing British, Italian, G erm an and 
French agreem ent just around the 
corner. 
Any such four power agreem ent, 
they w ere convinced, would b ring 
colonies for Germ any . H itler plain­ 
ly indicated in nis speech that 
there could b e no real, perm anent 
understanding w ith Britain and 
France w ithout colonial conces­ 
sions. 
Already , he explained, Germ any 
and Italy have sim ilar views, and 
hence are dealing w ith the prob ­ 
lem of civil w ar in Spain In the 
same m anner. 
“Their aim ,” he said, “is to make 
sure there shall b e a nationalist 
Spain, 
com pletely 
independent.” 
Elab orating on his Far Eastern 
policy he declared he was “afraid 
Japanese defeat in east Asia never 
would b enefit Europe or America 
But solely b olshevist Russia."

The pain 
of tobacco angina comes on while 
the v ictim is quietly smoking a 
cigar or a cigaret or a pipe, and 
it induces a desire for rapid m ov e­ 
m ent; the patient throw s himself 
around, w av ing his arm s, until 
finally the pain is gone. 
It has usually been recom m end­ 
ed that coffee is a good thing for 
the heart. It increases circulation 
in the heart muscle, in this way 
im prov es nutrition and is likely to 
reliev e and im prov e cases of an­ 
gina. 
Recently from the departm ent 
of medicine of Columbia univ er­ 
sity of New York, it is suggested 
that coffee may som etim es be the 
cause of pain in the heart. The 
proof rests in the fact the pain 
disappears prom ptly w hen coffee 
is w ithdraw n. 
Giv es Pa in To Tense Fo lk. 
Coffee giv es heart pain for the 
most part in high-strung, tense in­ 
div iduals under m ental or em o­ 
tional stress. In fact, the lowering 


of the nerv ous threshold m ay be 
the 
principal 
predisposition 
for 
susceptibility to coffee. The con­ 
dition affects mostly the norm al 
heart, not those in which actual 
angina occurs. H eart attacks caused 
by coffee are not sev ere. They are 
not brought on or aggrav ated by 
exercise, effort or emotion, and 
there is no sign of organic heart 
disease. In a num ber of cases it 
was shown that abstention from 
coffee caused a cessation of the 
attacks and allowed norm al activ e 
life to continue for m any y ears. 
I quote this report for w hat it 
is w orth for those few high-strung 
indiv iduals who m ay be affected 
in this way . I do not believ e that 
coffee does this to norm al people. 
On the contrary , I think it is g(X)d 
for their hearts. It seems to me 
that in the report, the fact that 
I the patients are nerv ous and high 
I strung would indicate that the at- 
; tacks w ere of a nerv ous character 
and, of course, nerv ousness of this 
kind is augm ented by coffee.

“You gentlem en,” he addressed

liberty today. The record of my 
trial and conviction w ill show that 
my hands are not stained with 
the blood of my ftllow man.

“ I am the ‘forgotten m an’ of 
Lancaster, a stranger in a strange 
land, w ithou t friends and w ithou t 
political influ ence,” he wrote.
